Aroused! By Report of Akron Armistice 
Day Speech of Glenn A. Dalton 
Attacking Legion. 


Dismissal of Glenn A. Dalton from his position as execu- 
tive secretary of the Y. M. C. A. at Ohio State university, 
unless he apologizes for remarks which he is alleged to have 
made in an Armistice day speech in Akron, attacking the 
American Legion, was urged in a statement, Monday, pre¬ 
pared at an informal meeting of officers and members of 
Franklin Post No. 1, American Legion. 

Dalton is quoted in a northern A 
Ohio newspaper as having said 
that the Legion was distinctly un¬ 
patriotic and that the war vet¬ 
erans should “march in silence 
with their heads bowed in shame/' 

The Legionnaires also voted to 
call the matter to the attention of 
the officials of the community 
fund, from which the Y. M. C. A. 
derives a large measure of support 
financiaUy and in the event of the 
failure of Dalton to act accord¬ 
ingly to this demand, that the war 
veterans of Columbus refuse to 
support the fund in at least that 
portion which gives to the support 
of the “Y ” 

Dalton is quoted as stating that 
the American Legion is an "un¬ 
patriotic organization" and that "it 
is not honoring the soldier dead 
because those dead had not given 
their lives; they had their lives 
taken away from them." 

In a statement the Legion¬ 
naires declared that Dalton's 
statement, said to have been 
made in an address delivered in 
Akron, are an insult to every 
World war veteran who served his 
country in 1917-1918. 

"There is no more patriotic or¬ 
ganization in the United States 
than the American Legion and 
since the members of the Legion 
know what war actually is, we 
feel that there is no organization 
more opposed to war. The Ameri¬ 
can Legion has, since its incep¬ 
tion in 1919 at Paris, been opposed 
to war and it will continue to be 
so as long as it exists, serving as 
it does, only God and country," 
the statement concluded.

Dear Kirby Page: 

Since I got back I have been too busy on 
anti-war measures to acknowledge your note of July 
12th. 


Of course you will quote me. That’s what 
I sent you the material for. But I did not expect 
you to .use the proof text method,and the fl^ethod of 
reading A your own unwarranted conclusions, a& you did in 
the Christian Century article. I have seldom seen a 
worse example of the traditional unethical/devices of 
the religious controversialist. I can only regret that 
appeal in "the name of intellectual integrity" has 
fallen on deaf ears. 

Why don't you take time out from your cam¬ 
paign to analyze things and find out what they really 
mean? In accordance with your wish I have carefully 
re-read the last five lines of my letter of July 3rd. 
The first result was, I questioned whether I should say 
trying to hinder; but on reflection concerning your 
declared intent and the methods you are using, I con¬ 
cluded that the sentence would have to stand as a con¬ 
sidered judgment.

Our dormitories require a great 
deal pf our time. We are glad to report, that we have all kept quite 
well and are just finishing an interesting and profitable year’s work. 
Here, I am not speaking of finance, for the constantly fluctuating ex¬ 
change is Causing a deficit in the boarding department*

We now have three very fine buildings, (all due to our Ohio women), 
and the best school plant in all Paraguay.

’■ Has peace really come or are we just having an armistice? 

That is what we all wish to knowl The Peace Conference has^dcclared 
the war over, but Paraguay still retains about 20.000 Bolivian sol¬ 
diers and 500 officers, which is proof that the question is not 
I* settled. There has been no boundary agreed upon and no peace treaty 
1 has been signed. Paraguay would gladly return the prisoners at once 
could she be assured that they would not return to fight her.. It is 
ijnrnly possible that they.;, before a permanent peace treaty fixing the 
\ boundary is signed* Things in Bolivia are very uncertain. Some of 
' her politicians wish to ignore the Peace Conference at Buenos Aired 
and. wage ?. war of revenge. Paraguay has withdrawn from the League o* 
Nationsand it is a very delicate matter for any American nation or 
group of American Nations to guarantee peace between Paraguay and 
Bolivia, That is the crux of the whole problem, for without. a gua- 
rvrtOj v, Peace Treaty is of douf'tful value, since a revolution in 
either country could easily undo the Treaty* The future is very un¬ 
certain for confidence is lacking.

No I am not a pessimist. The world has progressed wonderfully in 
the last two thousand years and I believe it will continue to progress, 
but there are still plenty of problems to try the metal of youth, 
who seek a better civilization, and who desire a reign of justice and 
peace upon the earth.

Conference will remain as the boundary between the two nations until 
a Boundary Treaty is signed, which may be months, if not years. It is 
said that General Estigarribia and Pefiaranda understand each other and

Rotary is still working with the question of prisoners. While the 
Governments concerned now. send most of the funds for prisoners through 
the official office dealing with prisoners, we still receive some indi¬ 
vidual money orders. Clothes also come through Rotary, and there is a 
lot of correspondence. The Secretary of the Asuncion Club has just re¬ 
ceived 7.000 complete uniforms for Bolivians prisoners, from the Boli¬ 
vian Legation in Buenos Aires. These are shipped to us through the Ro¬ 
tary Club of Buenos Aires, and documents have recently arrived stating 
that 349 boxes of clothing and 9,000 uniforms have been sent us direct 
from the War Office in La Paz. 

As my resignation as Secretary took effect, Nov.1st,(due to my fur¬ 
lough), Mr, Robert B,Lemmon, (Vice-director of Colegio Intornacional 
the new secretary), will have plenty to keep him busy until Christmas 
distributing uniforms etc,, Rotary takes time and thought, but who can 
tell just how valuable its important services have been in these cri¬ 
tical years? 


HOMEWARD BOUND 


We shall leave Asuncion in early December and sail from Buenos 
Aires Dec, 12, on "Delmundo" of The Delta Line* Delmundo is due to 
arrive at New Orleans Jan. 8th, So we shall spend both Christmas and 
New Years on board. We shall go from New Orleans through Texas, Okla., 
to Independence, Kansas, to visit my family, friends, and living-link 
Church, then on to Des Moines, (which we shall call home for a few 
months at least), and Iowa, where Mrs. Elliott's people live. 

May we ask that this letter serve as a Christmas and New Year's 
greeting. Our very best wishes to you. We hope ours paths many cross 
soon, and that 1936 may bring you rich blessings.

VERY PERSONAL AID COHFIflEBTIAL 

I want to pass on to you, for your most thoughtful 
consideration, a report which was given to me last week by 
a person whom I have every reason to trust. This person is 
a young woman who worked for sane years as a secretary in the 
office of one of our two great national broadcasting companies. 

She had access to personal and confidential correspondence, which 
passed through her hands in the course of office routine. She 
told me that this broadcasting company has in recent months been 
working with the government to the end of planning in every detail 
radio material to be used at a moment 1 s notice in a nationwide 
hook-up in case of a war crisis* Everything has been prepared - 
records containing military music, patriotic anthems, etc., 
announcements, appeals, speeches, etc., to be used by the announcers, 
and other material directly aiming to whip up instant popular 
sentiment for war against the enemy. All this material, my 
informant states, is now duly stored and listed, and the moment 
the signal came from .jashington, every program would be set aside 
and this stuff thrown out upon the air* As I consider this 
horror, I see two things that wo ought to do at once; 

First, wo ought to find a way of confirming the truth 
of this report beyond per adventure of doubt (if it be true)* And, 
secondly, if true, we ought to find a way of publicizing the report 
so that it vail shock the nation. If money were available, I'd 
put a detective agency on the job and root this thing out to tho 
very bottom.

My dear Dr. Page: 

We appreciate very much indeed your coming to our Youth Council group 
of Cleveland and sharing with them your conceptions of this momentuous factor 
in the lives of our world today, the matter of human relationships. 

If there is any one thing that we are in need of today it is an inter¬ 
pretation of Christianity on the basis of a human relationship which empha¬ 
sizes the ideals as well as the realities of mind based upon what we have 
every reason to believe is a higher biological value, that is the ability to 
evaluate differences on the basis of loving our neighbors rather than on the 
basis of force. Has evolution played a trick upon us by allowing us to 
develop biologically beyond the jungle beast but not mentally or spiritually? 
The jungle beast must settle the difficulties of his world on the basis of 
force. Is man still ajungle beast? 

I am glad indeed for the expression and interpretation of the Christian 
point of view which you brought to our young people. By its very nature, of 
course, it had to be more or less abstract, but I am hoping that at least 
in a few places we can get some analler groups who will attempt to enter into 
a discussion stimulated by your suggestions and hope that illumination will 
result. Perhaps at some future date, if it can be arranged far enough ahead, 
you may be able to come to our young people of Cleveland and spend a day with 
them answering the questions which may be suggested to them by presentation 
of these spiritual values given on a humanitarian base, since man cannot 
understand or interpret beyond the possible realm of his own experience. 

Allow me to thank you personally for sharing with our young people and 
the rest of us the values which you have been able to accumulate during these 
years of your experience and hope that there may be developing a sentiment 
which is going to be strong enough in the minds of our young people to say 
"NO" to the plan of force and the settlement of misunderstandings between 
people, and to say M N0” with their lives, even though they be shot at sunrise.

SOCIALISM DEBATE 
HEARD AT FORUM 

Dr. Page Advocates Practice in 
Church and Synagogue; 
Dr. Hart Opposes. 


Socialism in the churches and 
synagogues was advocated by Dr. 
Kirby Page, author and editor, and 
attocked by Dr. Hornell Hart of the 
Hartford Seminary in a debate at 
the Community Forum in the Unit¬ 
ed Church last night. The question 
was "Should the Church and Syna¬ 
gogue Become Centers of Social¬ 
ism?” 

Asserting that the church and 
synagogue should seek to convert | 
and nurture individuals to high ^ethi- ^ 
cal standards, Dr. Page declared that i 
"the task of religion is not finished > 


until it becomes an active agency for 
economic and political conditions as 
high as the ethics it teaches." Dr. 
Hart, on the other hand, contended 
that religion "must nourish the aplr- 
Itual vision of individuals—their 
awareness of the eternal things of 
life. The church and synagogue 
must not commit themselves to ques¬ 
tions on which there is a conscien¬ 
tious disagreement among theLr 
members. One such question Is that 
of Socialism” he said. 

Must Abolish Evil# 

Dr. Page expressed the view that 
the church cannot hope to fully con¬ 
vert "children of the slums, until the 
alums have been abolished, nbr con¬ 
vert soldiers to religion until militar¬ 
ism has been destroyed.” 

M Socialism/' he said, "conserves 
more high values than any of Us 
alternatives.” Dr. Page described 
himself as adhering to the Socialism 
of Norman Thomas and the British 
Labor party. He said that the aims 
of that type of Socialism arc "an 
equal Itarlan, cooperative and demo¬ 
cratic society.” 

Not Proven Workable 
Dr. Hart said that while he agreed 
that greed and exploitation wore ut¬ 
terly un-Christian: that the present 
degree of inequality of distribution 
was "essentially unjust and ineffi¬ 
cient”; and that any .new social or¬ 
der should be democratic, he could 
not see "where any other social or¬ 
ganization, such as Socialism has 
been proven workable.” 

Possibility of Failure 
"On the basis of the possibility of 
failure, I do not think the church or 
the synagogue should commit them¬ 
selves to it, for the failure of Social¬ 
ism will also mean the failure of 
those institutions. The function of 
the church is to conserve spiritual 
values, not to promote political

Dear Kirby: 


Your letter of Nov. 22d has caused a heartsearching 
only a few times experienced in my life - once in 1913 when I decided 
to go to China instead of to Praoee. 


I believe this piece of work must be done. Indeed, it may 
be too late already, if the rapidly breaking structure of armed peace 
is truly as near collapse as it seems from the news. 

I will not hold back from doing ny share of it, but I cannot 
at this moment promise just what ny share can or ought to be. Space here 
does not permit ary full discussion, but the end of that discuss ionary 
interval will be on December 9th when I talk the matter out with Bishop 
Baker. If I cannot then pull out from my pastoral responsibilities, I 
shall be ready to present someone who can carry on — just as if I were 
put out of the way by unanticipated accident. 


After considerable discussion, both with Russell and Allan 
and with others, it looks to me as if it will take the. equivalent of a 
full tine secretary and perhaps additional assistant pastoral help to 
cover the needs of the three. If each of three were to give two days 
a week thru the entire period of the crusade, and in turn received 
two days clerical help and one day assistant pastoral help (of a student 
in seminary, for example ) his work ought not suffer too much. 


My own desires count for little in this, save that I want to 
find the will of God, and I'm not sure I know yet what it is in this 
particular.

When you were in Grind Junction, Mrs. Kinsell asked if 
you would consider spending 4"week here in a young people's 
conference. Your answer was that the summer time was your 
writing time. 

If it would be possible for you to consider such a week, 
we would like to recommend such an arrangement to the commit¬ 
tee that in a month or so will begin to plan our conference 
program for next year. The conference time will be July 28 
to August 5* 

Ours is an interdenominational conference, run independ¬ 
ently, but with the approval of the three national conference 
departments (Christian, Congregational, and Presbyterian). 

Each denomination furnishes a leader, who provides his own 
transportation to and from conference, but is at no expense 
at conference, and to whom we pay twenty-five dollars. 

Last year our three imported leaders were Rev. Charles 
Stafford Brown of Colorado Springs (Congregational) , who was 
our dean; Dr. Royal J. Dye, our missionary, and Prov. Lloyd 
V. Moore, University of Tulsa, Okla. (Presbyterian), whose 
special task was that of an educational leader. 

We have about a hundred young people at conference. 

The conference is held on top of Grand Mesa in the rather 
rude and inadequate equipment of the Methodist church's assem¬ 
bly grounds. It is more informal than any other young peo¬ 
ple's conference you have ever attended, but it doeswork to 
rank with any of them. 

In asking if you could come, our proposition would be 
after this order: It is the turn of the Disciples to furnish 
the educational leader for next summer. Your duty would be to 
address a general assembly for twenty or twenty-five minutes 
on each of six conference days. The rest of your time dining 
conference would be youv own, and we would house you as well 
as we could where you might be undisturbed. And if one or 
two or three other members of your family could spend the 
conference with us, we should be glad to make them conferees.

Dear Kirby: 

I have just received some literature from Francis Lederer's organiza¬ 
tion. Somehow I can't get any enthusiasm for his proposal and I am wondering what 
your reaction has been to what he it trying to do. It looks pretty weak to me. 

You will he interested in a recent affray that I had with the local 
post of the American Legion. I delivered an address on the subject of peace in 
Akron, Ohio, on November 10th and never in my life did I receive so much publicity. 
The members of the post made the attack charging me with a number of things that I 
did not say and in no account of my address can the statements charged to me be 
found. They asked that I publicly apologize and refusing to apologize to resign, 
and refusing to resign, to be fired and if the Community Fund, which was on the 
eve of launching its annual campaign in the city of Columbus, refused to have me 
fired (the Community Fund supplies us with one-third of our budget, $3,300.00) the 
members of the American Legion would be asked to forego participating in the Com¬ 
munity Fund, at least to the extent of giving to the University Y. M. C. A. It 
happens that the Fund makes a larger contribution to the American Legion than it 
does to usl The Legion's attack on me was released to the newspapers without any 
effort apparently on their part to check up on the reports of my address and with 
an effort apparently to deliberately misquote me. In other words, the article upon 
which they based their charges was not only misquoted from its correct quotations 
regarding my address but was quoted from the incorrect quotations from my address. 

After counsel with Dr. Tucker, Huntley Dupre and several other members 
of my Board I issued a categorical denial of the Legion's charges and charged them 
with misqouting me. The Commander of the post simply said, "If he did not say 
these things, that is all we care about." 

I was never so agreeably surprised as on this occasion when so many 
men whom I knew were friendly towards me, but had never dreamed that their loyalty 
would be quite so significant as it was. The Legion dropped the issue like a hot 
potato, it seemed. They made a major mistake in injecting the Community Fund into 
their charges, I believe, and many others believe the same thing. The forces of 
reaction were confronted with some pretty powerful forces of liberalism and if the 
former did not beat a hasty retreat, they certainly ceased firing rather suddenly. 
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Dr. Tucker and some others have urged me to carry this thing a 
little farther and the more I think about it the more I Aould like to make an 
issue of it, though I do detest controversies of this kind. This gang should 
not be permitted to think, however, that they have an individual in my position 
on the run. This is a symptom of what we can continue to look for from this 
group and similar groups and everything possible should be done to demonstrate 
conclusively to them that they cannot raise issues of this kind and make charges 
of this sort in a perfectly glib fashion without being held responsible for having 
made such false charges and having made them, being held responsible for correct¬ 
ing them. I suspect I should have demanded that they apologize publicly. Every 
account of my address that I have been able to find was misquoted. I don't have 
the slightest doubt but that they did this deliberately and maliciously. 

One of the things that is being done by one of the religious agencies 
in the city, the University Religious Council, under whose auspices you have been 
brought to the campus from time to time, is that of having a committee from the 
Council wait upon the employer of the Commander of the poast that made these charges 
against me and inform this office supply merchant that while the forces of religion 
have no desire to throttle free speech on the part of Mr. Duncan, the Commander, 
they do not intend to aid and abet his making such loose and malicious attacks upon 
one of their members by continuing to deal with such a store. In other words, this 
gentleman is being informed that his store will be boycotted unless his employee 
becomes responsible and honest. This action is being taken at the suggestion of 
Dr. Tucker. I would not be surprised if the Franklin County Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion appointed a committee to do the same thing with this employer. I certainly 
think it is a fine spirit on the part of my friends in the ministerial forces. 

The General Executive of the ^Metropolitan Y. M. C. A. of Columbus 
came to my support in this recent affray, though not publicly. I was agreeably 
surprised by this for we are poles apart in our social thinking. 

This has been a rather long letter though I thought that you might 
like to know about this and I should be exceedingly grateful for any counsel that 
you might give to me at this point.

Gentlemen: 


At the recent Annual State YMCA-YWCA Retreat at Natchitoches, 
Louisiana, a resolution was adopted favoring the incorporation of the 
theme "War and Peace" into the programs of the several "Y" Associations 
of the State. 

That these Associations may be aided with regard to sugges¬ 
tions and the selection of material for study in this movement and that 
they may more effectively prepare through relatively parallel and simul¬ 
taneous approach for a commendable participation in this part of the 
Retreat program, a considerable portion of the monthly publication to the 
Associations will be devoted to the cause for peace. 

Of course, the intensity of the programs adopted, either 
as separate projects or as integral parts of the regular devotional pro¬ 
grams, will depend upon the receptivity of the chapters themselves. But 
I believe that with conscientious appeals and challenges and intelligent 
presentation of fact they will have become so sensitized to the enormity 
of their own indifference to the cry of the day that by the time the 
1936 Retreat approaches, they will enthusiastically endorse and foster a 
concerted program of study in this "education for peace" movement.

It took mentis 
cf debate and delay to make up their minds to even try a 
relief expedition when they knew he was bound to be masacered 
if net relieved.

THE PEOPLES FOUNDATION 
PROMOTING INFORMED PUBLIC OPINION 

Public Opini on 

Public opinion in a democracy is the most powerful force in all human affairs. 
Public opinion, more than any other power, regulates and controls our behavior as 
individuals* Public opinion makes, repeals, or nullifies the laws that govern our 
behavior, both as individuals and as groups. Public opinion determines the form 
and operation of the government under which we live. Public opinion is the deter¬ 
miner of peace and war. public opinion directs the current and controls the course 
of civilization. 

If this be true, we should consider well the agencies that mould and direct 
public opinion. The more important agencies are the schools, the screen, the radio 
and the printing press. The printing press produces two major forces (l) books and 
periodicals and (2) the daily newspapers. The daily newspaper because of its fre¬ 
quency, its wide circulation, and the universal news reading habit of our people, 
is the master builder of public opinion. Tt probably exceeds in influence all 
other agencies combined especially with reference to current issues of a social, 
political, or economic nature. 

If the daily newspaper is the master builder of public opinion and public 
opinion shapes our 1ives and controls our destiny,,the most important question 
one can ask is- May we hav e intelligent faith in the news? Do the papers report 
truthfully and fully, without bias, prejudice, distortion or evasion, the news of 
the world that may be vital to human welfare? Do they report nothing other than 
the truth in so far as it is humanly possible to know the truth? The answer to 
these all important questions may be best derived by first asking ourselves still 
another question; namely. Is it reasonable to expec t the truth in the news? Under 
existing conditions, the common sense answer to this question is Ho! Newspapers 
are privately owned and operated for profit. Is it reasonable to expect a news¬ 
paper to print news that will reduce the profits of the paper? Are we reasonable 
in assuming that the press will report facts that might tend to weaken or destroy 
the power of the owner of the press? Regardless of the high sounding phrases used 
in the mast heads of many papers, there is only one intelligent answer to these 
questions; namely. It is unreasonable to expect forthright, fair, fearless treatment 
of the news in privately owned newspapers dedicated to profits and committed to the 
system that has made them all-powerful in human affairs. 

If this be true and there is no end of supporting evidence, "That is the way 
out? Would government ownership or control of the press provide a solution? No! 

We need only reflect upon the plight of the people living under European dictator¬ 
ships to forever dismiss the thought of government control of the press. What then? 
If the privately owned press operated for profit cannot be trusted, if government 
control is unthinkable, which way shall we turn? The one way that seems to hold 
out hope lies in the direction of a cooperative, non-profit newspaper, owned and 
controlled by its readers. Such is the program of The Peoples Foundation. 

IMMEDIATE PURPOSE OF TEE PEOPLES FOUNDATION 

The immediate purpose of The Peoples Foundation is the publication of a daily 
newspaper to circulate in Northern California* The newspaper of The Peoples Founda¬ 
tion is not to be just another newspaper, owned, controlled and operated as exist¬ 
ing papers. The paper of The Peoples Foundation will differ from all other daily 
papers, in that it ..-will be a cooperativ e, non -profit newspaper, owned and controlled 
by its readers. It will., therefore, be in a posits on to s e:rve^'tHe inter"estsHJf - the 

















people - the general welfare - more faithfully, more courageously, more fearlessly, 
than any privately owned, privately controlled newspaper that operates for the pur¬ 
pose of profit or power to the owner* If and when the paper of The Peoples Founda¬ 
tion produces profits, these profits will be expended in extending the service of 
the paper to the public. There can be no dividends declared regardless of the 
financial success of the enterprise. 

Thus free from the demand of the owners for profits and dividends, the paper 
of The Peoples Foundation will have the following advantages over all other news¬ 
papers. 

1. It will be free to print the truth in the new's in so far as it is humanly 
possible to get the truth. 

2. It will be free to print the whole truth - suppressing no facts the 
people should know* 

3. It will have nothing to gain by printing anything but the truth, 

4^ Not being dedicated to profits, it can protect its readers against ex¬ 
ploitation by unscrupulous advertisers and purveyors of fake and harmful wares. 

It will be in a position to exercise selection in the advertising it carries. 
Furthermore, profit free, it will not be forced to blackmail and exploit the ad¬ 
vertiser^ Honest advertising of honest commodities is a worthy service both to 
the reader and the advertiser. 

5* Profit free, the service of the paper to the people will be increased, 
expanded and extended ns the income of the paper grows* 

The paper of The Peoples Foundation being owned equally by each of not fewer 
than 25,000 individual members and controlled by a board of regents of 25 men and 
women elected, from the classified membership, by the members in each of the 25 
classifications - business,- labor, professions, etc - is strongly fortified against 
the possibility of any one group or minority combination of groups gaining control. 
The paper thus has the following advantages in matters of editorial policy over 
privately owned and controlled papers. 

1* Editorially, it cannot become the "house organ" or medium of propaganda 
for any special interest, selfish group or exploiter of the common good. The 
large number of interests and many points of view represented equally on the board 
of control will compel the paper to pursue a policy dedicated to the greatest good 
for the greatest number - to serve the general welfare. 

2# As changes in the social and economic conditions under which we live occur 
such that the common good demands compensating changes in our laws and institutions, 
this paper will be free to sponsor such changes. It will not represent a selfish 
vested interest that might suffer loss of profit or pov/er if such changes were made. 

3. On the other hand, the cross section of social and economic thought and 
interest represented on its Board of Control will prevent this paper from pursuing 
a policy or sponsoring a movement designed to destroy popular government or demolish 
democratic institutions. 


A LONG VIEW OF THE PEOPLES FOUNDATION 

The immediate purposes of The Peoples Foundation as stated above, however 
vital> are lbcal in range and scope in comparison with the problem throughout the 
nation and the world. But if this enterprise can be successfully launched in 
Northern California, as it can be if straight thinking people scuttle their skepti¬ 
cism and lay aside their lassitude, the movement will spread to every population 
center in the United States. Thus, with a cooperative, non-profit newspaper, owned 
and controlled by its readers in every center of influence in the country with a 
cooperative relationship with all other similar papers, the power of the cooperative 
press would quickly become a great dynamic, irresistible force dedicated irrevocably 
to social justice and human welfare - to life, liberty, and pursuit of happiness. 
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Through the cooperation between such newspapers distributed throughout the 
nation, the following advantages would ensue: 

1. They could create and maintain a world wade cooperative telegraphic and 
radio news gathering agercy dedicated to the same principles of truthfully report¬ 
ing the news as the papers themselves. 

2. Standing upon the unshakable foundo.tion of constructive truth without 
reference to profits, facts without fear, the daily newspapers cooperating in a 
united movement of high purpose would soon establish a new standard - a new measure - 
of quality in journalism. They would thus compel the existing privately owned press 
to serve the public more honestly or cease to operate. 

3. The Press of The Peoples Foundation could thus exercise profound influ¬ 
ence on the attitude of the American people toward international problems - Peace, 
"Far* human relationships and associated living. 

4. Such a press could, through a regular Forum Department, promote, foster, 
and encourage community and fireside forums, dedicated to the systematic study of * 
local, state, national and international 'problems and issues of vital consequences 
to humanity, thus raising the level of civic interest and increasing intelligence 
in the exercise of the right of franchise. By such means. The Peoples Foundation 
could readily become the greatest adult education agency in existence. 

From the standpoint of education, the daily press is more conducive to a 
pathological state of mind than mental health. Accidents, crimes, spectacular 
events may be interesting for the moment, but are things to be forgotten rather 
than useful facts to be remembered. These spectacular events have been well des¬ 
cribed as ’’little shots of intellectual stimulants on narcotics,” with pathological 
result* 

IS THE PEOPLES FOUNDATION PRACTICAL 

Are the purposes of The Peoples Foundation visionary? Is it just another 
Utopian dream? There are many ’who will say that both are true - that the purposes 
are visionary - that it is a Utopian dream. Among such, some will characterize it 
thus as a means of defeating it* Their reasons for so doing are too evident and 
too fixed to justify consideration. But the vast majority of those who rnay be 
inclined to doubt the practicability of the venture - and it is a venture - will 
agree that the purposes and ideals are highly desirable but, recognizing the haz¬ 
ards, the intrenched opx^osition and the inertia of the people will say - "It’s a 
fine thing but it can’t be done.” It is to this group that The Peoples Foundation 
wishes especially to appeal.- The spectacle of a world in chaos headed for war 
and destruction - the plight of a free people headed for some form of dictatorship 
and imposed servitude are the chief arguments in this appeal. If those who hold 
that the purposes of The Foundation are worthy and desirable but who doubt their 
feasibility will themselves individually come to the support of the .enterprise 
there mil not be the slightest doubt of its full, complete and immediate realiza¬ 
tion.

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CHRISTIANS and COMMUNISM 

By KIRBY PAGE 


The author \s one of the 
best known Christian 
leaders in America. He 
discusses a problem which 
assumes ever increasing 
importance. 


Political platforms are now resounding with the cry that 
President Roosevelt is a communist. Numerous citizens of 
this land are shivering with fright over the imminent ap- 
proach of a communist dictatorship. On the other hand, 
it is fashionable in certain radical circles to picture Mr. 
Roosevelt as a fascist, or at least a forerunner of black dis- 
tatorship. Intelligent discussion of political issues is ren- 
dered impossible by the prevailing degree of confusion con" 
cerning the various alternatives before us. 

What is communism? Its objective is the creation of a 
classless society in which a high degree of economic equality 
will prevail. Its primary method is common ownership and 
operation of the means of production and distribution. The 
abolition of private property in the instruments of produce 
tion would, communists maintain, prevent exploitation of the 
workers by an owning class motivated by the urge for 
private profit. The theory of communism thus rests upon 
the assumption that the abolition of private property in the 
area of production is a necessary step along the road to 
social justice. 

But how may this step be taken? Communists are cer¬ 
tain that the owning class will not voluntarily relinquish 
privilege and power and that pacific means of social coer¬ 
cion are not adequate. Therefore communists accept the 
doctrine of class war as a necessary means of achieving the 
objective. Not that they “desire 1 ' violence or “advocate” 
armed conflict. Their attitude is similar to that of patriots 
who abhor war yet are willing under some circumstances 
to take arms and engage in wholesale slaughter. The suc¬ 
cessful waging of war is conditioned upon adequate pre¬ 
paredness. Thus communists feel obliged to get ready for 
the day of armed seizure of power by » intensifying class 
hatred and by disciplining workers through the day-to-day 
struggle in plant and mine. They do not believe that their 
activities will “produce” revolution, but insist that the revolu¬ 
tionary situation will be caused by the progressive decay of 
the profit system. When the hour of near-collapse arrives, 
then they must be prepared to lead the working class in an 
armed assault upon the existing state, which to them seems 
nothing more than an instrument of oppression in the hands 
of vested interests. 

Justifying Terror 

But the maintenance of power depends upon the ruth¬ 
less suppression of counter revolution. So communists look 
upon the dictatorship of the proletariat as absolutely essen¬ 
tial to final victory. For this reason they countenance the 
rigorous denial of free speech, free press, and free organiza¬ 
tion to all who refuse to accept communist strategy. The 
degree of revolutionary terror is measured by the volume of 
opposition to the new regime. After an hour with one of 
the highest officials of the first Bolshevik Cheka, or instru¬ 
ment of red terror, who described with the utmost frank¬ 
ness the ruthless measures adopted after the attempted 
assassination of Lenin, I once came away with the convic¬ 
tion that I had been listening to an argument almost identi¬ 


cal with the justifications of the World War which had* 
long been dinned into my ears in many countries. Patriots 
who engage in war accept the doctrine that the end justifies 
the means, and so do communists. They accept the strategy 
of war and merely choose different enemies against whom 
to direct their fury. And just as patriots look upon the 
period of armed conflict as temporary, in a war to end war, 
so communists maintain that through red terror the old 
state may be shattered and counter revolution annihilated 
and thereby the way may be paved for a new society in 
which the state itself will “wither away” and a condition of 
voluntary communism will prevail. 

No more tragic mistake could be made than to look upon 
communists as “wicked” and “depraved” persons. The key 
to an understanding of present-day communism is found in 
a comparison of the motives of communists with high- 
minded patriots in wartime. The Germans were not fiends 
and monsters, as portrayed in Allied countries, but, in many 
cases, zealous Christians fighting, as they passionately be¬ 
lieved, in self-defense and in behalf of civilization and the 
Kingdom of God. The more apprehensive Americans be¬ 
come concerning communism, the heavier the obligation rest¬ 
ing upon them to evaluate communist strategy accurately 
and fairly, rather than to attack it in a blind frenzy of fear 
and hatred. 

What Attitude for Christians? 

In the light of the Christian gospel, what attitude should 
we take toward communism? In seeking an answer, let us 
summarize briefly the essentials of a Christian economic 
order. When we pray, “Thy Kingdom come, Thy will 
be done on earth,” what in economic relations are we pray¬ 
ing for? Surely this is a minimum answer: an equalitarian, 
cooperative society, motivated by love toward God and love 
toward man. The cleavage of society into the rich and the 
poor constitutes a blatant denial of the Christian spirit. In 
the Kingdom of God on earth, food and other forms of sus¬ 
tenance will be distributed equally, with variations in the 
direction of need and of social responsibility. The economic 
requirements of the good life will be made available in terms 
of greater needs and of heavier duties that call for more 
elaborate facilities in order to render maximum service to the 
community. The present missionary practice points the way. 
Missionaries are not paid salaries in terms of their respective 
abilities, but in terms of needs—size of family, relative cost 
of living in city and village, and nature of their occupation. 
That “the strong ought to bear the infirmities of the weak” 
rather than to seek privilege and power for themselves is a 
basic doctrine of Christianity. 

When we pray the Lord's prayer we are uttering a peti¬ 
tion for the ending of the competitive struggle for special 
privilege. In the divine society on earth, mutuality and 
cooperation will replace competitive strife. The significance 
of this contrast will become more vivid if we think for a 
moment of what happens in a home of beloved kinsman 
when the economics of family life are operated competitively

rather than cooperatively. It is easy to predict the outcome 
it the mother, acting upon the doctrine that the early bird 
gets the worm, should steal quietly to the kitchen and gorge 
herself before the other members of the family had arisen. 
Grabbing and sharing are opposing ways of securing food. 

Thus it is apparent that an economic society which relics 
upon self-interest as the dynamic of economic activity, which 
functions through the competitive struggle, and which results 
in vast accumulations of privilege in the hands of a few 
while the many remain in privation and misery is far mote 
pagan than it is Christian. Before the Kingdom of God 
can come in fullness upon the earth, competitive capitalism 
must be replaced by a cooperative commonwealth. 

A Question for Christians 

The paramount economic question for Christians, there¬ 
fore, is this: how can we, with a method that is consistent 
with Jesus 1 way of life, transform capitalism? To me it 
appears that the heart of the problem is found in property. 
So long as we continue the system of private property in 
the means of production and distribution that long will we 
be confronted with vast inequality of economic privilege and 
a hitter competitive struggle motivated by greed. By rapid 
stages the primary means of production should be trans¬ 
ferred from private to public ownership, not through con¬ 
fiscation but by purchase, with payment in bonds based upon 
the value of the industries thus transferred. To abolish all 
private property in the instruments of production at one 
moment would lead to indescribable chaos and social con¬ 
flict, Therefore, we should proceed by stages, beginning 
with banking, the sources of electric energy, the minerals and 
other natural resources, railways, telephones, telegraph, and 
mass industries such as steel Experience must be our guide 
as to how far and how fast to move toward socialisation. 

The ending of private property in these essential indus¬ 
tries would make possible a far more equitable distribution 
of income, by removing control over this distribution from 
the hands of a powerful oligarchy prompted by the struggle 
for private profit. More important still would be the gains 
in production by making need rather than private profit the 
test of quantity of production. Increased production and 
more equitable distribution would make possible a higher 
standard of living* with much more private property in food, 
clothing, homes, equipments, etc. 

To achieve by rapid stages public ownership and opera¬ 
tion of the essential industries it will be necessary to bring 
about powerful organizations of workers in unions, con¬ 
sumers in cooperative societies* and citizens in a political 
party committed to this procedure. More than half of the 
citizens must give active support or friendly acquiescence to 
this strategy if success is to be achieved. To this end Chris¬ 
tians must evangelize, educate, organize! 

What therefore shall we say of communism? To me it 
seems clear that the goal of a classless society is far more 
Christian than that of a community divided into an owning 
class and a working class. The communist objective of an 
equalitarian society is much nearer the spirit of Jesus than 
that of special privilege for the strong or fortunate (or 
ruthless) and privation for the weak and exploited. The 
present Bolshevik regime in Russia is highly preferable to 
the rule of the Romanoffs. 

But what about the strategy of class war? The Christian 
who interprets the religion of his Master in terms of resolute 
pacifism is in a consistent position to condemn communists 


for being willing to resort to armed conflict in their en¬ 
deavor to create a classless society, but surely the Christian 
who is himself willing to slaughter citizens of other nations 
at die command of his government must he embarrassed 
when he realizes the similarity of his method with that of 
communists. As one who believes that the method of 
war is utterly opposed to the teaching and example of Jesus, 

I cannot sanction civil war any more than I can approve 
international war. Therefore the strategy of armed seizure 
of power and maintenance through terrorist dictatorship 
is wholly unacceptable to me. 

The answer to communist strategy will never be found 
in fear and suppression of communists, but in the achieve¬ 
ment of a far higher degree of social justice and brotherhood. 
The Russian revolution was not caused by Lenin and 
Trotsky, but by the tyranny and inefficiency of the czarist 
regime under the crusiring weight of a world war. So com¬ 
plete was the collapse and so tremendous the popular revul¬ 
sion that the Kerensky regime, and later the Bolshevik ad¬ 
ministration, were installed without armed hostilities, except 
for minor skirmishes. The red terror came later as an 
answer to counter revolution and white terror. 

The Class War 

The question must be faced, however: what if efforts by 
Christians through pacific means to abolish competitive 
capitalism are met with violence and suppression on the part 
of the owning class? That vested interests will voluntarily 
relinquish privilege and power seems wholly unlikely, and 
that continued and increasing violence against the workers 
will be used is altogether probable. In such a situation what 
should Christians do? Be Christian! Negatively and posi¬ 
tively! Refuse to hate and refrain from armed warfare. 
Continue to struggle for pacific revolution through evangel¬ 
ism, education, and triple organization of workers, consumers 
and citizens. And if the chance of success by this strategy 
of persuasion plus non-warlike coercion seems slight, remem¬ 
ber that the anti-Christian strategy of armed overthrow of 
capitalism in the United States has much less possibility of 
success. The fact cannot be pointed out too often that in 
no highly industrialized country have the workers ever suc¬ 
ceeded by violence in abolishing capitalism. The simple 
truth is that at the present time, as in past centuries, the odds 
against Christians are terrific. Living as we do in a semi¬ 
pagan community, high barriers block the way to the King¬ 
dom of God on earth. The strategy of Jesus is to struggle 
unceasingly for social justice by means that are consistent 
with love toward God and love toward man, run the conse¬ 
quent risks, accept the unavoidable penalties, and trust God 
for victory. This way of life imposes upon Christians the 
mandate to seek an equalitarian, cooperative society, while 
repudiating communist strategy of civil war and proletarian 
dictatorship. But even messengers of a gospel which is the 
power of God unto salvation cannot succeed unless they 
exhibit a high degree of courage, fortitude, faith, and en¬ 
thusiasm. Nationalism, fascism and communism all demand 
from their exponents the willingness to die. The challenge 
of Jesus is to take up the cross and follow on, even to 
Calvary.

Dear Mr. Page, 

In talking with a friend the other day I heard a rumor that 
you had changed your mind in regard to American membership in the 
League of Nations and no longer backed your Point 8 in "National 
Defense". I should appreciate learning the actual facts — whether 
you favor straight membership in the League, or membership on the 
terms of the Pope resolution, or not at all* 

I have been intending to write you suggesting you undertake 
something which I feel to be important. The questionaire you sent 
one hundred students of international relations on Germany's responsi¬ 
bility for the World War and the more recent questionaires of ministers 
have been, it seems to me, exceedingly useful. I should like to sug¬ 
gest a ballot of experts in international relations, asking them what 
is the best method to peace. Sir Norman Angell has pointed out that, 
if we are sick, we go to a doctor who has specialized in sickness, but 
in politics we fail to go to the impartial, careful students of the 
international field. I suggest your questioning the'Professors of 
International Law, International Relations, and History, and also the 
leading American statesmen who have had experience and who are not now 
tied down by political considerations. In the last group I would in¬ 
clude such persons as Root, Hughes, Kellogg, Stimson, Hoover, and 
possibly Norman Davis. Since many people trust one group more than 
another (for instance, I think international lawyers as a class have 
a prejudice in favor of the good old-fashioned system of anarchy which 
they have studied and which the completion of the League system would 
destroy), it might be possible without destroying confidence's to 
analyze the answers by each group as well as in total. 

I would suggest questions such as the following: 

1. Will the United States stay out of another major war 

lasting over a year? 

2. Is Another major war in Asia or Europe inevitable? 

3. Whether or not inevitable, what policy do you favor 

in order to get international peace? 

4. What policy do you favor to keep the United States 

out of international war? 

5* Should the United States Join the League of Nations on 
the basis of the Pope Resolution?

6. Should the United.States join the World Court and 

■ sign the Optional Clause? 

7. Do you favor increase in international trade by 

gradual reduction of tariffs and quotas? 

8. Does preparedness bring peace or war in the long 

run? 

9. Do you favor national government control of the 

munitions industry, or control by inter¬ 
national agreement? 

I should greatly appreciate learning your reaction to 
this suggestion. I think the question of inevitability or likeli¬ 
hood of war is important since in my experience substantially all 
students of international relations who hope for peace believe in 
the League and international cooperation, while most of those who 
have no hope of peace believe in Isolation. An analysis of your 
answers on that basis would be interesting.

Dear Comrade: 


I am enclosing a statement which I earnestly hope you will 
see your way clear to 3ign. If the statement itself does 
not altogether appeal to you but you want to indicate your 
support of the movement to save Socialism in New York, we 
shall be glad to use such a statement as you might see fit 
to give. Indeed, we should welcome such a statement in 
addition to this general statement* 

What we want to do is to build a strong, clean, inclusive, 
Socialist Party, ; a party no longer weakened - really that f s 
too mild a word ^ by the narrow sectarianism, the Communist 
phobia, the blindness to ahti-Soeialist practices of Socialists 
in the labor movement, and the like. 'We do not want to exclude 
any Socialist from the Party but we have got to end a leadership 
which has so washed our Socialist heritage in New York.' We on 
our part are ready for a Socialist peacd but only on conditions 
which mean the complete repudiation cf the practices that have 
made it necessary for us to take this action. I feel certain 
after my visits in Milwaukee and Chicago that the majority of the 
N.E.C* will endorse the Local and State organizations which we 
shall set up as the true Socialist Party. 


We need you not only for the negative purpose of carrying on a 
fight against a comparatively small group of Old Guard misleaders. 
We need you for the positive purpose of revitalizing the Party 
on proper lines. 


I shall be glad to talk the matter over on the telephone or other¬ 
wise. Indded, I should have telephoned you but for pressure of

DECAYING. SAYS DR. KIRBY PAGE 


Asserts Townsend Plan ‘Impracticable’ 
Charges Revolution Threatens 


Within, another 20 years, the 
United States will have either so¬ 
cialism, cdmmunism or fascism. 
Dr. Kirby Page, eminent Ameri¬ 
can author and lecturer, declared 
last night at a banquet held in 
his honor at the Memorial hall. 
S. V. Lund, president of the Idaho 
State Federation of Labor, pre- 
* sided. 

“The present economic order.” 
Dr. Page said, “is decaying. It is 
decaying first, because it fails to 
distribute the purchasing power so 
that the masses may buy the 
goods produced. The paradox of 
too much money in some hands 
and too little in others will bring 
a country to ruin. Secondly, the 
present economic order fails to 
use the available resources effi¬ 
ciently. We have achieved great 
efficiency on the spot, on produc¬ 
ing within a certain factory, but 
have failed to co-ordinate produc¬ 
tion with distribution and con¬ 
sumption. Thirdly, a large per¬ 
centage of the resources are wast¬ 
ed by Strife, conflict and warfare. 
The competitive struggle, waste¬ 
ful and ruthless even in small 
units, is incomparably worse when 
between units of vast size. Out of 
this economic struggle, war 

cpmes ” 

Arriving at the announced "tlils 
of his address, “Is Violent Revo¬ 
lution Inevitable?” Dr. Page an¬ 
swered, “there will be a violent 
revolution if we fail to make a 
drastic change peaceably. Contin¬ 
uation of the present drifting will 
bring us to either civil or world 
war?”-. Dr. Page expressed his op¬ 
position, as a pacifist, to social 
change accompanied by civil war, 
or to an international conflict. 

Scores Townsend Plan 
In the forum discussion follow¬ 
ing his main address, Dr. Page 
quoted Stuart Chase to the effect 
that there is little possibility for 
a long time of reducing 10,000,000 
unemployed or the present relief 
load. He answered a question on 
the Townsend plan by saying that 
it was “wholly impracticable and 
unreliable, the ordinary working 
man would be required to carry a 
heavy part of the load and it 
would drive prices up and cause a 
rising cost level. The formation 
of a third party now of Townsend 
supporters would be a terrible dis¬ 
aster. It is doomed to defeat, but 
its existence would divert energy 
from a real third party.” 

A question was asked relative 
to the suppression of L. I. D. lec¬ 
turers on the campus of the local 
university. “An educational insti¬ 
tution is a place where the stu¬ 
dents are supposed to grapple 
with economic problems. Since an 
economic system should be stud¬ 


ied, I can see no reason why an 
educational institution should ob¬ 
ject to the educational activities 
of the L. I. D ” 

Must Abandon Policy 
At a discussion meeting held 
Saturday morning, in the L. D. S. 
institute on war, Dr. Page said 
that the United States must 
abandon the old policy of neutral¬ 
ity for a new one. He reviewed the 
costs of the World war to show 
that war protects neither lives, 
property nor honor and stated 
that one million people, resolved 
not to fight could exercise a de¬ 
ciding power in theh question of 
going to war. He favored joining 
the league of nations, “It is dan¬ 
gerous to join, but it is even more 
dangerous to stay out,” 

Saturday afternoon Dr. Page 
gave an address at the Methodist 
church on “Christianity and Ra¬ 
cial Relations,” in which he ad¬ 
vocated tearing down of racial 
barriers. He emphasized that he 
did not favor racial intermarriage, 
for, while there is no biological 
reasons against intermarriage, 
there are social ones. 

Dr. Page will give the address 
at 11 a. m. today at a mass 
church meeting at the L. D. S. 
iUon hall on “Sources of

My Dear Mr. Page: 

At the California Co-operative Wholesale meeting held at 
Clifton's Cafeteria on Dec, 13th, a committee was appointed to 
give direction to, and to conserve the interest and enthusiasm 
which Kagawa'a appearamce in Los Angeles and other places 
throughout the country will stimulate in the Co-operative Move¬ 
ment . 

As many members of the committee as could do so, met the 
following Monday at the home of Mr. O.J.Ringle, 1250 So. El Mo- 
lino, Pasadena, at which time plans were made tb have cards like 
the enclosed, passed out at Kagawa's meeting, whereby those at¬ 
tending could indicate what particular angle of the Co-operative 
Movement they would like to follow up. 

Somewhat less than 200 of these cards were signed which 
are now in the hands of the committee. It is our purpose to 
take these findings and make the most of them in building up 
the Co-operative Movement in Southern Calif, and in preparing 
to calitalize to the utmost the return of Kagawa next June. 

Ways and means of doing this will be discussed at the next meet¬ 
ing of the committee which is set for Tuesday Jan. 7th at 2 P.M.

I am writing to 
Ray more in detail the reaction contained in my letter to you, 
which I had hoped he would see before leaving California. 

I am delighted that President Mendenhall is able to give 
January and February to the movement. He is the ideal man for 
it. 


While I am thoroughly in sympathy with the movement, and 
want to have a part in it, in this western country especially, 
yet 1 am quite convinced that I am not the man to be associated 
with its national leadership. Since returning to Denver I have 
learned more of the plans of the Counoil of Peace Societies 
under the leadership of Van Kirk, and Shotwell, and it is clear 
that the momentum of my ten years’ experience here in Denver is 
more definitely in line with that program than with the program 
Ray is directing. There is no reason why the two should be in 
conflict, yet I am wondering whether in actual practice diffi¬ 
culties may not arise out of the fact that two national groupings 
are appealing for the support and participation of essentially the 
same groups throughout the country. What are your views on this 
subject? 

You of course will keep me informed regarding developments 
of the plan and I shall hope you will find it possible to stop in 
Denver on one of your return trips to California.

Dear Kirby: 

Gale Seaman, ATlan Hunter and I had a sub-committee meeting 
last night in regard to the Los Angeles set-up of the No-War 
Movement. 


We agreed on Agenda for the larger meeting on January 2nd, 
including a discussion of the chairmanship, an enlarged council 
plan of work, council meetings, executive committee, organiza¬ 
tions to be approached, etc. 


We discussed the matter of the staff quite in detail. Allan 
Hunter seems to be leaning more to the idea that he ought not 
to undertake the work, than to the idea of undertaking it but 
hopes to let us know ^oon. He is under the impression that 
Frank ioofchaker, also, may say No. He is to talk it over with 
Frank before Thursday evening, in the hope that they may have 
something definite by that time. 


The other members of the committee seem to feel that it would 
be quite all right for me to be employed on the basis which 
you and I discussed briefly, of half to three-fourths of my 
time, and that J|150 a month should be appropriated for 
salaries of myself and an assistant together. Art Casaday 
says that he would be able to take up the work probably by 
February 1st, if we wish him to, and if we can solve his 
problem about a car. He cannot travel easily on trains 
■■asses, inter-urban, etc. His ramshackle little car is* 
about a t the end of its usefulness* He has no funds with 
which to buy, or start to buy another. We thought perhaps 
the Movement could a dvance him funds for a car, which he 
!> .ould pay back in installments out of his salary each month, 
and thus save something on the price of a used car, as well 
as carrying charges. For instance, an advance of $250 to 
•poo might get him a very practical car, and he could pay 
-|}>15 to ;;;;25 a month on it. Or at least there might he an 
advance of $100 for a down payment; but this would cost him 
more in the long run, and might not be any easier for the 
Movement than the larger advance. Does this seem practical 
to you? As to other members of the staff, we shall keep our 
heads busy, if Allan and ®rank say no* 


A tentative budget is given on the enclosed sheet. Please 
comment on it freely. — As I said before, we will try to send 
you word of any marked change or new ideas which come up on the 
evening of the 2nd - if they seem worth telegraphing about.
